As if Saturne had two de- 
grees of latitude ſeptentrionall, his oppoſition hath two 
degrees of latitudes meridionall. The quadrane aſpect 
hath no latitude, for it falleth alwaiesvpon the Eclipſe. 
The Trine aſpect, retaineth the halfe of the number 
of the latitude, in contrary part: for if a Planet haue one 
degree of latitude meridionall, his trine ſhall haue thirtie 
minutes of latitude ſeptentrionall. The Sextile retaineth 
the ſame fide; with the halfe of the number.
